SEVENTH RESOLUTION 

As a consequence of such transfer of the 
registered office, the articles of association of the 
Company have "been amended and shall henceforth read 
as follows: 

"Title I: Form - Name - Duration - Registered 
office - Corporate Object 

Article 1.- Form - Name 

There is hereby established between the 
subscribers and all those who may become members in 
the future, a corporation with limited liability 
("societe a responsabilite limitee") governed by 
Luxembourg law, under the name of "One World 
Technologies S.a r.l." (hereinafter referred to as 
the ''Corporation ") . 

Article 2.- Duration 

The Corporation is established for an unlimited 
duration . 

Article 3.- Registered Office 
Troisieme feuillet The registered office of the Corporation is 

established in Luxembourg-City. It may be transferred 
within the municipality of Luxembourg-City by 
resolution of the board of managers of the 
Corporation. 

It may be transferred to any other place in the 
Grand-Duchy of Luxembourg by means of a resolution of 
the general meeting of its members. Branches or other 
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offices may be established either in Luxembourg or 
abroad by resolution of the board of managers. 

If political, economical or social developments 
have occurred or are imminent that would interfere 
with the normal activities of the Corporation at its 
registered office, or with the ease of communication 
between such office and persons abroad, as determined 
by the management of the Corporation, the registered 
office may be temporally transferred abroad until the 
complete cessation of these abnormal circumstances; 
such temporary measures shall have no effect on the 
nationality of the Corporation which, notwithstanding 
the temporary transfer of its registered office will 
remain a Luxembourg company. Such temporary measures 
will be taken and notified to any interested parties 
by the management of the Corporation. 

Article 4.- Corporate Object 

The object of the Corporation is to take 
participations, in any form whatsoever, in any 
commercial, . industrial, financial or other Luxembourg 
or foreign enterprises; to acquire any securities and 
rights through participation, contribution, option or 
in any other way. 

The Corporation may use its funds to invest in • 
real estate, to establish, manage, develop and 
dispose of its assets as they may be composed from 
time to time and namely but not limited to, its 
portfolio of securities of whatever origin; to 
participate in the creation, development and control 
of any enterprise, to acquire, by way of investment, 
subscription, underwriting or option, securities, and 
any intellectual property rights, to realize them by 
way of sale, transfer, exchange or otherwise , to 
receive or grant licenses on intellectual property 
rights and to grant to or for the benefit of 
companies in which the Corporation has a direct or 
indirect participation and to companies of the group, 
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any assistance including financial assistance, loans, 
advances or guarantees. 

Without prejudice to the generality of the 
object of the Corporation, this latter may do all or 
any of the following: 

- acquisition, possession, administration, sale, 
exchange, transfer, trade and investment in and 
alienation of shares, bonds, funds, notes, evidences 
of indebtedness and other securities, borrowing of 
jnoney and issuance of notes therefore, as well as the 
lending of money; 

- acquisition of income arising from the 
disposal or licensing of copyrights, patents, 
designs, secret processes, trademarks or other 
similar interests; 

- rendering of technical assistance; 

- participation in and management of other 
companies. 

The Corporation may borrow in any form and 
proceed to the private issue of bonds, notes, 
securities, debentures and certificates, provided 
that they are not freely negotiable and that they are 
issued in registered form only. 

In a general fashion, the Company may carry out 
any operation, which it may deem useful in the 
accomplishment and development of its purposes. 

Title II: Capital - Units 

Article 5 . - Share Capital 

The subscribed share capital is set at EUR 
Quatrieme feuillet 1,378,300,- (one million three hundred seventy-eight 

thousand three hundred euros) represented by 55,132 
(fifty-five thousand one hundred thirty-two) 
corporate units with a par value of EUR 25,- (twenty- 
five euros) each. 

- . The share capital may be increased or decrease 
by a decision of the sole member or pursuant to a 
resolution of the partners, as the case may be. 
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The subscribed share capital may be changed at 
any time by decision of the single member or, as the 
case may be, by decision of the meeting of the 
members deliberating in the same manner provided for 
amendments to these articles of association. 

Article 6.- Transfer of Units 

If the Corporation has at least two members, the 
corporate units are freely transferable between the 
members . 

In case of plurality of members, the transfer of 
units inter vivos to non-members is subject to the 
consent given in a general meeting of members 
representing at least three quarters (3/4) of the 
Corporation's capital. 

In case of a sole member, the units of the 
Corporation are freely transferable to non-members. 

In the case of the death of a member, the unit 
transfer to non-members is subject to the consent of 
members representing no less than three quarters 
(3/4) of the rights held by the surviving members. In 
this case, however, the approval is not required if 
the units are transferred either to heirs entitled to . 
a compulsory portion or to the surviving spouse. 

For no reason and in no case, the creditors, 
legal successors or heirs are allowed to seal assets 
or documents of the Corporation. 

Article 7.- Redemption of Units 

The Corporation may redeem its own units subject 

to the relevant legal dispositions.

of units held by it in its own share capital shall . 

take place by virtue of a resolution of and on the :/ ^ 

terms and conditions to be decided upon by the 

general meeting of member (s) . 

Title III: General Meetings of Members .'v?&| 
Article 8.- Power of the General Meeting "'^Ml 
Any regularly constituted meeting of members of.}|^| 

the Corporation shall represent the entire body of :'Mm 

■ 
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members of the Corporation. It shall have the 
broadest powers to order, carry out or ratify all 
acts relating to the activity of the Corporation. 

Except as otherwise required by law, resolutions 
at a meeting of members duly convened will be passed 
by a simple majority of those present and voting. 

The capital and other provisions of these 
articles of incorporation may, at any time, be 
changed by the sole member or by a majority of 
members representing at least three quarters (3/4) of 
the capital. The members may change the nationality 
of the Corporation by a unanimous decision. 

If all of the members are present or represented 
at a meeting of members, and if they state that they 
have been informed of the agenda of the meeting, the 
meeting may be held without prior notice or 
publication. 

Article 9.- Vote 

Each unit entitles to one vote in ordinary and 
extraordinary general meetings. 

The Corporation will recognise only one holder 
per unit; in case a unit is held by more than one 
person, the Corporation has the right to suspend the 
exercise of all rights attached to such unit until 
one individual/entity has been appointed as the sole 
owner vis-a-vis the Corporation. 
Article 10.- Single Member 

If the Corporation has only one member, this 
sole member exercises all the powers of the general 
Cinquieme feuillet meeting. 

The resolutions of the sole member which are 
||. taken in the scope of the first paragraph are 

recorded in minutes or drawn-up in writing. 
'(§, Moreover, agreements entered into between the. 

l£i - s 9le member and the Corporation represented by him 

are. recorded on minutes or drawn-up in writing. 
|p Nevertheless, this latter provision is not applicable 
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to current operations entered into under normal 
conditions. 

Title IV: Management 

Article 11.- Board of managers 

The Corporation shall be managed by one or more 
managers. In case of plurality of managers, they 
constitute a board of managers. The manager (s) 
need(s) to not be member(s) . The manager(s) is/are 
appointed by the general meeting of members. 

The managers are appointed and removed by the 
general meeting of members, which determines their 
powers, compensation and duration of their mandates. 

Article 12.- Meetings 

The board of managers may choose from among its 
members a chairman. It may also choose a secretary, 
who needs not to be a manager, who shall be 
responsible for keeping the minutes of the meetings 
of the board of managers and of the members. 

The board of managers shall meet upon call by 
the chairman, or any manager, at the place indicated 
in the notice of meeting. 

Written or verbal notice of any meeting of the 
board of managers shall be given to all managers at 
least twenty-four hours in advance of the hour set 
for such a meeting, except in circumstances of 
emergency in which case the nature of such 
circumstances shall be set forth in the notice of the 
meeting. This notice may be waived by the consent in 
writing or by telegram, telex, telefax, or by email 
of each manager. Separate notice shall not be 
required for individual meetings held at times and 
places prescribed in a schedule previously adopted by 
resolution of the board of managers. 

Any manager may act at any meeting of the board 
of managers by appointing in writing or by telegram, 
telex or telefax, or by e-mail another manager as his 
proxy. 
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Votes may also be cast in writing or by cable, 
telegram, telex or telefax, or by e-mail. 

The board of managers may only deliberate or act 
validly if at least a majority of the managers is 
present or represented at a meeting of the board of 
managers. Decisions shall be taken by a majority of 
votes of the managers present or represented at such 
meeting. 

Resolutions in writing approved and signed by 
all managers shall have the same effect as 
resolutions voted at the managers 1 meetings. 

Article 13.- Minutes of the Meetings 

The minutes of any meeting of the board of 
managers shall be signed by the chairman or, in his 
absence, by the chairman pro tempore who presided at 
such meeting. 

Copies or extracts of such minutes which may be 
produced in judicial proceedings or otherwise shall 
be signed by the chairman, by the secretary or by two 
managers. 

Article 14.- Powers 

The board of managers is vested with the 
broadest powers to perform all acts of administration 
and disposition on behalf of the Corporation in its 
interests. 

All powers not expressly reserved by law to the 
general meeting of members fall within the competence 
of the board of managers. 
Sixieme feuillet The board of managers may delegate its powers to 

conduct the daily management and affairs of the 
Corporation and the representation of the Corporation 
for such management and affairs, with prior consent 
of the general meeting of members, to any manager or 
-managers of the board or to any committee (the 
members of which need not to be managers) 
deliberating under such terms and with such powers as 
the board shall determine. It may also confer all 
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powers and special mandates to any persons, who need 
not to be managers, appoint and dismiss all officers 
and employees, and fix their emoluments. 
Article 15.- Representation 

The Corporation shall be bound by (i) the joint 
signature of one A manager together with one B 
manager, except for the transaction for which the 
amount is below EUR 1,000,- (one thousand euros) 
where the single signature of any one manager shall 
be binding for the corporation (ii) the single or 
joint signature of any person or persons to whom such 
signatory power has been delegated by the board of 
managers . 

Article 16.- Liability 

In the execution of their mandate, the managers 
are not held personally responsible for the 
obligations of the Corporation. As agents of the 
Corporation, they are liable for the correct 
performance of their duties. 

Title V: Accounts 

Article 17.- Financial Year 

The financial year of the Corporation shall 
begin on the 1st of January of each year and shall 
terminate on the 31st of December of the same year, 
with the exception of the first financial year, which 
shall begin on the 30th of December 2004 and shall 
terminate on the 31st of of December of the year two 
thousand and five. 

Article 18.- Annual Accounts 

The balance sheet and the profit and loss 
accounts are drawn up by the board of managers as at 
the end of each financial year and will be at the 
disposal of the members at the registered office of. 
the Corporation. 

The annual accounts shall then be submitted to 
the annual general meeting of members. 
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Article 19.- Profits, Reserves and Dividends 

The credit balance of the profit and loss 
account, after deduction of the expenses, costs, 
charges and provisions, such 'as approved by the 
annual general meeting of members represents the net 
profit of the Corporation. 

Each year, five percent (5%) of the annual net 
profits of the Corporation, shall be allocated to the 
legal reserve account of the Corporation. This 
allocation ceases to be compulsory when the reserve 
amounts to ten percent (10%) of the share capital of 
the Corporation. 

The remaining profits shall be allocated by a 
resolution of the general meeting of members, which 
may resolve: 

i . to pay a dividend to the members 
proportionally to the units they hold or 

ii. to carry them forward or 

iii. to transfer them to another distributable 
reserve account of the Corporation. 

Notwithstanding the above, the members may 
resolve, prior to the holding of the annual general 
meeting, to pay interim dividends on the future net 
profit of the current financial year provided that: 

i. the annual accounts of the preceding 
financial year have been duly approved by a 
resolution of the members; 

ii. the interim dividends are paid within two 
(2) months following the drawing-up by the managers 

Septieme feuillet of interim accounts showing that sufficient funds are 

available for such distribution. 

If the paid interim dividends exceed the amount 
finally distributable to the members according to the 
annual general meeting, the excess is not to be 
- considered as dividend paid on account but as an 
immediately due receivable of the Corporation towards 
the members. 
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The above provisions are without prejudice to 
the right of the general meeting of members to 
distribute at any moment to the members any net 
profits deriving from the previous financial years 
and carried forward or any amounts from any 
distributable reserve accounts. 

Title VI: Winding up - Liquidation- 
Miscellaneous 

Article 20.- Liquidation 

In the event of dissolution of the Corporation, 
the liquidation shall be carried out by one or 
several liquidators (who may be physical persons or 
legal entities) appointed by the meeting of members 
resolving such dissolution and which shall determine 
their powers and their compensation. 

Death, suspension of civil rights, bankruptcy or 
insolvency of the sole member or of one of the 
members will not bring the Corporation to an end. 

Once the liquidation is closed, the remaining 
assets of the Corporation shall be allocated to the 
members proportionally to the units they hold in the 
Corporation. 

Article 21.- Miscellaneous 

All matters not governed by these articles of 
incorporation shall be determined in accordance with 
the Commercial Companies Act dated 10 August 1915, as 
amended . " .
